Construction  Company,  Forest  View,  LLC  ("Spiers"),  relative  to  Spier's  interference  with  public 
access  to  an  auto  pathway  leading  to  City's  Edgehill  Mountain  Park  (San  Francisco  Superior 
Court  Case  No.  CPF-02-501 831 );  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  settlement  of  the  litigation,  Spiers  and  City  entered  into  a  property 
exchange  agreement  dated  as  of  December  30,  2003  (the  "Property  Exchange  Agreement"), 
which  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Ordinance  No.  263-03  on  November  18, 
2003  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  November  26,  2003.

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Property")  upon  the  satisfaction  of  certain  conditions  set  forth  in  the  Property  Exchange 
Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  desires  to  acquire  the  Edgehill  Property  in  order  to  combine  it 
with  adjacent  open  space  owned  by  the  City,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  its  Recreation  and  Park 
Department;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  acting  through  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  wishes  to 
substitute  the  Portola  Property  for  certain  property  owned  by  the  City  at  the  southwest  corner 
of  Gough  and  Grove  Streets  (the  "Gough  Property");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Gough  Street  Property  is  part  of  the  area  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Central  Freeway,  and  the  City  acquired  the  property  from  the  State  of  California,  Department 
of  Transportation,  pursuant  to  Section  72.1  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  and 
Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  000667;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  72.1  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  requires  that  the

WHEREAS,  in  Resolution  No.  791-01 ,  this  Board  approved  a  development  strategy  for 
the  former  Central  Freeway  parcels  that  identified  the  Gough  Property  for  development  of 
market  rate  housing  with  the  requirement  that  a  minimum  of  15  percent  of  the  housing  units 
be  affordable  housing,  and  Spiers  has  agreed  to  develop  the  Gough  Property  for  housing  and 
to  include  15  percent  affordable  housing  units,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Declaration  of 
Covenants,  Conditions  and  Restrictions  on  Property  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of

Resolution  endorsing  the  application  to  the  California  Cultural  and  Historical 
Endowment  (CCHE)  by  the  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society  for  CCHE 
Grant  Funds  for  the  project  to  preserve  the  historical  Old  Mint  and  create  therein  a  San 
Francisco  History  Museum. 


WHEREAS,  The  Old  Mint,  located  at  88  Fifth  Street  in  San  Francisco,  dedicated  in 
1874,  mjs  one  of  the  last  major  Greek  Revival  buildings  in  the  country  associated  with  federal 
architecture,  is  San  Francisco's  oldest  stone  structure,  and  was  designated  a  National 
Historic  Landmark  in  1961;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  the  owner  of  the  Old  Mint, 
pursuant  to  the  transfer  of  the  title  from  the  federal  government  and  the  execution  of  a 
Programmatic  Agreement  under  which  conditions  for  the  use  of  the  building  are  carefully  set 
forth,  chief  among  them  being  the  necessity  of  assuming  providing  substantial  public  access 
to  the  Old  Mint  and  rehabilitation  of  the  building  according  to  the  Historic  Preservation 
Standards  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  interpreted  by  the  State  Historic  Preservation 
Officer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Following  a  competitive  process  conducted  by  the  Mayor's  Old  Mint  Task 
force  which  included  substantial  public  input  and  professional  expert  advice,  the  Task  Force 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  proposal  by  the  San  Francisco  Museum 
and  Historical  Society  ("The  Society")  to  transform  the  Old  Mint  into  a  City  history  museum 
History  Museum  be  accepted,  and  that  the  City  enter  into  an  Exclusive  Negotiating 
Agreement  (ENA)  with  the  Society  for  a  66-year  lease  for  the  property;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  endorsed  the  ENA  process  with  the  Society, 
which  entails  the  negotiating  of  lease  terms  and  a  development  agreement  which,  among 
other  conditions,  guarantees  ongoing  project  maintenance,  viable  financing,  public  access, 
compliance  with  the  Secretary's  Standards  as  determined  by  the  State  Historic  Preservation 
Officer  and  meeting  all  appropriate  environmental  regulations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  ENA  process  is  proceeding  and  ,  by  the  end  of  calendar  year  2004, 
the  proposed  agreements  by  the  City  and  the  Society  governing  lease  terms  and 
development  should  be  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  its  consideration;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society  Advisory  Committee 
(Sec.  2A.166,  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code)  has  been  established  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  publicly  discuss  and  make  recommendations  to  the  City  on  a 
variety  of  issues  regarding  the  establishment  of  a  great  San  Francisco  City  History  Museum,

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WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  adopted  the  Policy  for  Leasing  Retail  Business  Sites 
by  resolution  on  April  18,  1993  to  balance  the  City's  preference  for  competitive  bidding  with 
the  need  for  the  Port  to  negotiate  lease  extensions  with  existing  tenants  who  satisfy  the 
following  conditions:  the  tenant  is  in  good  standing,  the  tenant  is  committed  to  making  a 
significant  capital  investment  supported  by  a  sound  business  plan  which  benefits  the  Port;  the 
tenancy  is  in  the  best  economic  interests  of  the  Port  and  the  best  economic  tenant  available, 
and  the  tenant  is  in  compliance  with  the  Port's  affirmative  action  criteria;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pier  23  Cafe,  Inc.  is  in  good  standing,  is  committed  to  making  a  significant 
capital  investment  supported  by  a  sound  business  plan  that  benefits  the  Port,  Pier  23  Cafe, 
Inc.'s  continued  tenancy  is  in  the  best  economic  interests  of  the  Port  and  Pier  23  Cafe,  Inc.  is

groundwater  at  the  former  Gibson  Environmental,  inc.  recycling  and  disposal  facility 
located  at  2401  Gibson  Street  in  Bakersfield,  California  ("Site"); 

WHEREAS,  several  named  and  unnamed  entities  have  formed  the  Gibson 
Group  Trust  ("Trust")  and  have  been  performing  the  work  mandated  by  the  DTSC  Order 
pursuant  to  various  agreements  among  themselves; 

WHEREAS,  the  Trust  alleges  that  the  City,  acting  through  its  various 
departments  and  commissions,  also  sent  waste  to  the  Site,  giving  rise  pursuant  to  state 
and  federal  law  for  liability  for  reimbursement  of  a  portion  of  the  Trust's  costs; 

WHEREAS,  the  Trust  asserted  a  claim  against  the  City  for  such  costs  and 
proposed  to  settle  that  claim  in  exchange  for  a  release  of  liability  and  an  indemnity 
against  certain  future  claims; 

WHEREAS,  various  departments  or  commissions  of  the  City  legally  shipped 
small  quantities  of  hazardous  and  non-hazardous  wastes  to  the  Site  within  the  period  of 
1987-1994  during  which  the  Site  operated  as  a  permitted  waste  facility; 
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WHEREAS,  under  the  federal  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response, 
Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980,  the  City  is  alleged  to  be  a  potentially 
responsible  party,  along  with  hundreds  of  other  entities,  including  the  Trust  members, 
responsible  for  contributing  to  payment  of  the  response  Costs  relating  to  the  Site;

Resolution  authorizing  a  conveyance  of  property  In  the  County  of  San  Mateo;  adopting 
findings  that  the  conveyance  is  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  Eight 
Priority  Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  adopting  findings  pursuant  to  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  and  ratifying  acts  and  authorizing  actions  in 
furtherance  of  this  resolution. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  by  and  through  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC"),  owns  certain  property  in  the  County  of  San  Mateo  and 
adjacent  to  land  sold  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  1983  to  the  Midpeninsula 
Regional  Open  Space  District  ("District");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  District  has  requested  that  the  City  convey  an  additional  5,162-square 
foot  parcel  (the  "Land")  which  contains  an  abandoned  sewage  lift  station  structure,  to  allow 
development  of  a  public  parking  and  staging  area  to  serve  its  Pulgas  Ridge  Open  Space 
Preserve;  and,

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist, 
to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds 
exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance 
with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors")  are 
contained  in  File  No.    041176  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2004B  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $8,075,000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be  designated  as 
"City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2004B"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  B  approved 
by  the  voters  on  March  7,  2000.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee 
(the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity 
dates  and  the  redemption  dates  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and 
conditions:  (i)  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as 
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such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale);  and  (ii)  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  not 
have  a  final  maturity  date  after  2029.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  2004B  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by 
the  City.

2004B  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the 
purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the 
blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  to 
cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution  by 
the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient),  and  to 
deliver  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the 
purchase  price  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2004B  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form  of  assignment  to 
appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of 
this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions 
and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall 
be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that 
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the  Series  2004B  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  2004B  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2004B 
Bonds,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose, 
the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register 
or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  2004B  Bonds  as 
herein  provided.

Any  Series  2004B  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2004B  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2004B  Bond  or  Series  2004B  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require 
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the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City 
Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each 
interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have 
been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2004B  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2004B 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  are  sold 
or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section 
13  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date 
until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2004B 
Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable 
June  15,  2004,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year  (or  such 
other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  be

Each  Series  2004B  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment 
date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it 
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is  authenticated  on  or  before  November  30,  2004  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2004B  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series 
2004B  Bonds,  such  Series  2004B  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to 
which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2004B 
Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Series 
2004B  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2004B  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check 
mailed  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the 
Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California 
and  New  York  are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business, 
then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and 
New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a 
"Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the 
City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of 
interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States.  For  so  long  as 
the  Series  2004B  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the 
City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series 
2004B  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available 
funds. 

The  Series  2004B  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  201 1  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to 
maturity.  The  Series  2004B  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  15,  2012  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their 
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respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City 
and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  15,  201 1  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Bond  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the 
first  year  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price 
declining  to  1 00%  at  the  rate  of  1 .0%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any 
year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2004B  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Series  2004B  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory 
redemption  for  the  Series  2004B  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2004B 
Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2004B  Bond 
Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  2004B 
Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not 
in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  date  on  which  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be 
presented  for  redemption  is  herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer 
shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2004B  Bonds,  postage 
prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond 
registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption 
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date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption 
price;  (c)  state  the  dates  of  maturity  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such 
maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  of  such 
maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2004B  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the 
respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number, 
if  any,  of  each  Series  2004B  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2004B  Bonds  be 
surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2004B  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2004B  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect 
in  such  notice,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Series 
2004B  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series  2004B  Bonds  on  the 
redemption  date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2004B  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 
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At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000), 
Series  2004B  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2004B  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on 
the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2004B  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2004B  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2004B  Redemption  Account  solely  for 
the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  Series  2004B  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid 
from  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2004B 
Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2004B  Redemption  Account 
shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for 
investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  have  been 
redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2004B 
Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to 
such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys 
are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the 
resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2004B  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become

due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  said  Series  2004B  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series 
2004B  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2004B 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2004B  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2004B  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2004B  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2004B  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not 
be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2004B  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not 
or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2004B  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2004B  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2004B 
Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2004B  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of 
Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to 
the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds 
(California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2004B  Bond  Account 
(the  "Series  2004B  Bond  Account"),"  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of 
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the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account  shall 
be  retained  in  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2004B  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2004B  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest 
on  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2004B  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2004B  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8  of  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2004B  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay 
principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2004B  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any 
redemption  premium  on  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the 
optional  redemption  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2004B  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
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received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2004B 
Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California 
Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2004B  Project  Account"  (the  "Series 
2004B  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2004B  Project  Account  shall  be  retained 
in  the  Series  2004B  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2004B  Project  Account  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the 
acquisition,  renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Academy  Authorizing 
Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2004B  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2004B  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2004B  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2004B  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2004B  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and 
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bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Series  2004B  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2004B 
Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2004B  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds 
under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds; 
(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2004B  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  20O4B  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 
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Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2004B 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2004B  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2004B  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2004B  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2004B  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date; 
or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2004B  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2004B  Bonds  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
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recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2004B  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated 
"AAA"  by  S&P  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  "AAA"  by 
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Standard  &  Poor's  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and 
upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2004B  Bonds 
copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may 
be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2004B  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Series  2004B  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  Series  2004B  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer 
or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California.

Academy  of  Pediatrics  (AAP)  recommend  annual  flu  immunization  for,  among  others,  all 
children  with  high-risk  conditions  who  are  6  months  of  age  and  older,  all  children  who  are  6 
months  through  24  months  of  age,  and  household  contacts  and  out-of-home  caregivers  of  all 
children  younger  than  24  months  of  age. 

WHEREAS,  The  CDC  and  the  AAP  note  that  there  is  no  scientifically  conclusive 
evidence  of  harm  from  exposure  to  thimerosal  preservative  containing  vaccines, 
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WHEREAS,  The  CDC  and  the  AAP  advise  that  the  benefits  of  influenza  vaccination 
outweigh  the  theoretical  risk,  if  any,  of  exposure  to  thimerosal;  and

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  to  issue  and  sell  on 
its  own  behalf  its  general  obligation  bonds  approved  by  the  voters  at  the 
November  2003  election  without  further  action  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  or  any 
other  officer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  ratifying  certain  actions 
previously  taken;  and  granting  general  authority  to  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
officials  to  take  necessary  actions  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  general 
obligation  bonds  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District;  and  providing  prior 
notice  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  anticipated  sale  and  issuance  of 
any  future  series  of  bonds. 

WHEREAS,  On  November  7,  2000  the  voters  of  the  State  of  California  approved 
Proposition  39  (together  with  legislation  effective  upon  its  passage,  "Proposition  39"),  a 
measure  that  authorized  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds  by  a  school  district  with  the 
assent  of  55%  of  the  qualified  electors  voting  on  the  measure  provided  such  school  district 
adopted  certain  accountability  measures  set  forth  in  Proposition  39;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  4,  2003  the  qualified  electors  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  (the  "District")  approved  Proposition  A  ("Proposition  A")  by  the  requisite  55% 
vote,  which  measure  authorized  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  District  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $295,000,000  (the  "Bonds")  for  the  purpose  of 
repairing  and  rehabilitating  the  District's  facilities  to  current  accessibility,  health  and 
instructional  standards,  replacing  worn-out  plumbing,  electrical  and  other  major  building 
systems,  replacing  aging  heating,  ventilation  and  air  handling  systems,  renovating  outdated 
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classrooms  and  other  training  facilities,  constructing  facilities  to  replace  bungalows  and  to  pay 
all  necessary  legal,  financial,  engineering  and  contingent  costs  in  connection  therewith;  and 
WHEREAS,  Based  upon  the  canvass  certificates  of  the  Registrar  of  Voters  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City  and  County"),  more  than  55%  of  the  votes  cast  on  the 
measure  were  in  favor  of  Proposition  A;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  Proposition  39  and  the  policies  of  the  District,  an 
independent  citizens'  oversight  committee  has  been  formed  by  the  District  to,  among  other 
duties  specified  in  Proposition  39.  (i)  ensure  that  bond  revenues  are  expended  only  for 
purposes  authorized  by  Proposition  39.  (ii)  ensure  that  no  funds  are  used  for  any  teacher 
salaries  or  administrative  salaries  or  other  District  operating  expenses  and  (iii)  review  the 
annual  independent  performance  audit  required  by  Proposition  39  and  to  inform  the  public 
concerning  the  expenditure  of  bond  revenues;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Pursuant  to  Section  15140(b)  of  the  Education  Code  of  the  State  of 
California  (the  "Education  Code"),  a  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  provide  by 
resolution  that  the  governing  board  of  any  school  district  over  which  the  county  superintendent 
has  jurisdiction,  and  which  has  not  received  a  qualified  or  negative  certification  in  its  most 
recent  interim  report,  may  issue  bonds  without  further  action  of  such  board  of  supervisors  or 
any  of  its  officers;  now.  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Authorizing  District  to  Sell  and  Issue  Bonds  on  its  Own  Behalf.  Pursuant  to 
Section  15140(b)  of  the  Education  Code,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  authorizes 
the  District  to  issue  and  sell  the  bonds,  to  be  known  as  the  "San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Election  of  2003),"  and  herein,  the  "Bonds,"  in  one  or  more 
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series,  on  its  own  behalf  without  further  action  by  this  Board  or  any  officer  of  the  City  and 
County,  provided,  however,  that  the  District  shall  not  have  received  a  qualified  or  negative 
certification  in  its  most  recent  interim  report  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  series  of 
Bonds. 

Section  3.  Levy  and  Collection  of  Tax:  Payment  of  Bonds.  For  the  purpose  of  paying 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  this  Board  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  for 
the  City  and  County  shall  fix,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  general  tax  levy,  levy  and 
collect  annually  until  the  Bonds  are  paid,  a  tax  sufficient  to  provide  funds  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  it  becomes  due  and  also  any  part  of  the  principal  and  interest 
that  is  to  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the  next 
general  tax  levy  may  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest.  All  taxes 
levied,  when  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  of  the  District 
held  by  the  paying  agent  and  bond  registrar  for  the  Bonds,  initially  the  Treasurer/Tax  Collector 
of  the  City  and  County,  and  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

Section  4.  Additional  Duty  to  Levy  Tax.  Pursuant  to  Section  15252  of  the  Education 
Code,  this  Board  shall  annually,  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  for  the  City  and 
County,  estimate  the  amount  of  money  required  to  meet  the  payment  of  principal  of  and 
interest  on  Bonds  of  the  District  authorized  by  the  electors  of  the  District  and  not  sold,  and 
which  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  District  informs  this  Board  and  the  City'  and  County's 
Controller  in  their  belief  will  be  sold  before  the  next  tax  levy,  and  this  Board  shall  levy  a  tax 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  so  estimated. 

Section  5.  Form  and  Execution  of  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be  in  such  form  and  shall 
be  executed  in  such  manner  as  prescribed  in  a  resolution  of  the  District. 
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Section  6.  Other  Actions.  City  and  County  officers,  officials  and  staff  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  any  and  all  documents  that  they  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  enable 
the  District  to  proceed  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  and  otherwise  carry  out,  give  effect  to 
and  comply  with  the  terms  and  intent  of  this  Resolution.  Such  actions  heretofore  taken  by 
such  officers,  officials  and  staff  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  approved. 

Section  7.  Resolution  to  District.  The  Clerk  of  this  Board  is  hereby  directed  to  provide 
a  certified  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  District  upon  adoption. 

Section  8.  Notices  to  City.  The  District  shall  provide  notice  to  the  City  and  County, 
through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance,  of  its  intent  to  sell  or  issue  any  future  series  of 
Bonds  no  less  than  forty-five  (45)  days  prior  to  the  anticipated  sale  or  issuance  of  any  such 
Bonds  which  notice  shall  be  acknowledged  in  writing  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  Furthermore,  the  City  and  County,  through 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance,  shall  receive  a  copy  of  the  certified  resolution  of  the 
District  Board  of  Education  approving  the  issuance  of  any  future  series  of  the  Bonds,  a  copy 
of  the  debt  service  schedule  and  all  minutes  approved  by  the  independent  citizens'  oversight 
committee  formed  pursuant  to  Proposition  39.  Failure  to  provide  any  such  notice, 
acknowledgement,  resolution,  debt  service  schedule  or  minutes  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
any  Bonds  sold  or  issued  by  the  District.

WHEREAS,  19th  Avenue  is  the  busiest  north-south  thoroughfare  in  the  western  section 
of  San  Francisco,  connecting  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  to  points  south  of  San  Francisco  and 
carrying  an  average  of  nearly  85,000  vehicles  per  day,  including  over  1 ,300  trucks  per  day;

WHERAS,  19th  Avenue  is  a  state  route,  and  the  City  and  County  shares  responsibility 
for  its  maintenance  and  operation  with  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  (Caltrans);

Street,  19th  Avenue  has  seen  a  dramatic  rise  in  traffic  volumes,  to  the  detriment  of  safety  and

Any  Series  2004A  Bond  may,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly 
authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2004A  Bond  for 
cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2004A  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2004A  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2004A  Bond  or  Series  2004A  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require 
the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City 
Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each 
interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have 
been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2004A  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2004 A 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  are  sold 
or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section 
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13  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date 
until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2004A 
Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable 
June  1 5,  2004,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  1 5  of  each  year  (or  such 
other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  be 
payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such 
day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 

Each  Series  2004A  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment 
date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it 
is  authenticated  on  or  before  November  30.  2004  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2004A  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series 
2004A  Bonds,  such  Series  2004A  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to 
which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2004A 
Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Series 
2004A  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2004A  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check 
mailed  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the 
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Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California 
and  New  York  are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business, 
then  such  payment  shalt  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and 
New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a 
"Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the 
City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of 
interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States.  For  so  long  as 
the  Series  2004A  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the 
City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series 
2004A  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available 
funds. 

The  Series  2004A  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  201 1  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to 
maturity.  The  Series  2004A  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  1 5,  2012  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their 
respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City 
and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  15,  201 1  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Bond  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the 
first  year  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price 
declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1 .0%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any 
year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
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respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2004A  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Series  2004A  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory 
redemption  for  the  Series  2004A  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2004A 
Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2004A  Bond 
Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  2004A 
Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not 
in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  date  on  which  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be 
presented  for  redemption  is  herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer 
shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2004A  Bonds,  postage 
prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond 
registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption 
date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption 
price;  (c)  state  the  dates  of  maturity  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such 
maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  of  such 
maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2004A  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the 
respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number, 
if  any,  of  each  Series  2004A  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2004A  Bonds  be 
surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2004A  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
redemption  date. 
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The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2004A  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect 
in  such  notice,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Series 
2004A  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series  2004A  Bonds  on  the 
redemption  date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2004A  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  {the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation  and  Park  Facilities  Improvement 
Bonds,  2000),  Series  2004A  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2004A  Redemption  Account") 
and  prior  to  or  on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2004A  Redemption 
Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this 
Resolution,  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to 
rescission  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2004A 
Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption 
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date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon 
presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  2004A  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the 
redemption  date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9 
hereof  or  from  the  Series  2004A  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Series  2004A  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's 
policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2004A 
Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in 
said  Series  2004A  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund 
of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however, 
that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2004A  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  said  Series  2004A  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series 
2004A  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2004A 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2004A  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2004A  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2004A  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2004A  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not 
be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
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to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2004A  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not 
or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2004A  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2004A  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2004A 
Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  20Q4A  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  Genera!  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood 
Recreation  and  Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond 
Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Neighborhood  Parks  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be 
designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation  and  Park  Facilities 
improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2004A  Bond  Account  (the  "Series  2004A  Bond  Account")," 
to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on 
amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2004A 
Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2004A  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2004A  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2004A  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
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in  the  Series  2004A  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8  of  the  Neighborhood  Parks  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added 
to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2004A  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to 
pay  principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2004A  Bonds  on  such  date.  The 
City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and 
any  redemption  premium  on  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit 
the  optional  redemption  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2004A  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2004A  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2004A 
Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation  and  Park 
Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant 
to  the  Neighborhood  Parks  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation 
Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation  and  Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series 
2004A  Project  Account"  (the  "Series  2004A  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart 
from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 
2004A  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2004A  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the 
Series  2004A  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
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Neighborhood  Parks  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  renovation  and  construction  of 
the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Neighborhood  Parks  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2004A  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2004A  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2004A  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2004A  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2004A  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and 
bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Series  2004A  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2004A 
Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2004A  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds 
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under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds; 
(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2004A  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2004A 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2004A  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)      An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2004A  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2004A  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2004A  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
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unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date; 
or 

(b)     Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2004A  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2004A  Bonds  ail  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2004A  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
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instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated 
"AAA"  by  S&P  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  "AAA"  by 
Standard  &  Poor's  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and 
upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2004A  Bonds 
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copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may 
be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Series  2004A  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  Series  2004 A  Bond  Award. 

Section  1 4.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer 
or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  1 5.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  solicitation 
of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2004A  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  2004A  Bonds,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution 
of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The  Director  of  Public 
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Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  to  prospective 
bidders  for  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented, 
corrected  or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2004A  Bonds 
under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations 
issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor 
provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use 
or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or 
refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
2004A  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)      Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any 
action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance 
thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long 
as  any  Series  2004A  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
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property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2004A 
Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2004A  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced 
thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Series  2004A  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2004A  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other 
action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code.

Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  to 
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comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2004A  Bonds  in  excess  of  $68,800,000  or  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of 
the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21 .  Relationship  to  Neighborhood  Parks  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of 
any  conflict  between  this  Resolution  and  the  Neighborhood  Parks  Authorizing  Resolution,  the 
terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 

Section  22.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds 
in  connection  with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2004A  Bonds.

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories 
which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2004A  Bonds.

Resolution  approving  the  hiring  of  firefighters  displaced  by  the  closure  of  the  Navy's 
fire  station  at  Hunter's  Point  Shipyard,  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  by  California 
Government  Code  Section  53270. 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  Section  53270  provides  that 
"Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  upon  approval  of  its  governing  body,  the 
firefighter  of  a  .  .  .  city  and  county,  .  .  .  may  appoint  as  a  member  or  officer  of  that... fire 
department.  .  .  any  person  who"  meets  certain  criteria;  and 

WHEREAS,  those  criteria  include  that  the  firefighter  to  be  hired  (1)  was  serving  as  a 
civilian  federal  firefighter  in  good  standing  at  any  United  States  military  installation  within  the 
state;  (2)  has  successfully  completed  all  training  necessary  for  employment  as  a  federal 
firefighter;  and  (3)  was  terminated  as  a  consequence  of  the  closure  of  the  federal  military 
installation  and,  (4)  was  terminated  not  more  than  two  years  prior  to  the  date  of  appointment 
to  the  City  position;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  Section  53270  provides  that  this  appointment 
authority  shall  "take  precedence  over  any  provision  of,  or  any  condition  or  circumstance 
arising  from  a  provisions  of  a  charter,  ordinance  or  resolution  that  governs  employment  of 
firefighters;"  and 

WHEREAS,  the  federal  government  has  decommissioned  the  Hunter's  Point  Navy
